the devices and inscriptions which the
poet  has traced  here  and there
apon the walls and farniture, which are so
mavy unpublished lines of Victor Hugo; if we
gnrprise him in the imlimacy of his private |
life, does it not seem as if he mads himsalf
knownto ug? In ancient times people had
a natural pride in hanging on the walls of
their dwellinge their trophies of victory, and
the arms of their ancestors, in such a way
that they could not but gee these great ex-
amples; they lived in the midst of them.
Victor Hogo has scattered about his house
those maximg which he has epitomized from

the experience and trials of his lifa.

“On eutering Hauteville House one is im-
mediately struck by the arrapgement of the
vestibule. Immediately before yon is a sort
of edifice, supported on an oak pillar in the
purest Renaissance, forming, as it were, an
inner porch, the lintel preseuting in deep bas-
relief the principsl dramatic sitnations in
Notre Dame de Paris, with an insoription in
antique Jetters, “vicron upao, NOSTRE DAME DE
raris.”  This frontispiece, as it were, pre- |
sents a deep effect: it appedrs as if the roman-
tie family created by the post welvomes you
into ‘hie house, and that ome oannot enter
the abode of Viotor Hugo except through
the fatawsy of his first work.

Talking of fnkstands, there ia an anaodote
of Victor Uogo, showing how much ink it
takes to write a novel such as “Notre Dame
de Paris.’" Victor Hngo comwmenoced this ro-
mance on the morning of the 27th of Jaly,
1830; interrnpted by the insurrection, the
book was mnot finished wuntil 14th Janoary,
1831; the boltle of ink which M. Victor Hugo
had bought the first day he began to write
was finished also, aud on the last line the last
drop of Ink was expended. So that at one
moment he felt inclined to entitle his novel,
“Oe qu’il y a dans une bouteille d’encrs,”
Mentioning this some years after to M. Al-
phouge Karr, the latter anthor obtained his
permigsion to publish under that title a vol-
lection of geveral novels.

The windows of the salon blen open into a
oongervatory, where Muscatel and Hambnrg
grapes cluster with contrasted colors; this is
used a8 a smoking-room. A small aviary with
a fountain occupies one corner,

The gallery on the second tloor i enterad
throngh a door with two leaves in chiselled
cedar with gilt emblazonry, a chy/ d'owrre dis-
coversed by Victor Ilugo. This gallery bears
the name of the oak gallery, and is fitted as a
gtate bedroom. Bix windows distribnte the
light over a perfect forest of sculptured oalk.
It is a question before which curiosity of thia
musenm we shonld first stop. Woa look again
and again, and when we think that we have
geen everything, we perceive that innanmer-
able details have been omitted. The gallery
ia partially divided by an oven soreen, the
doorway through which is flanked by two
quaint and twisted columns, round which a
vine with grapes is oarved and gilt; on one
column the ground is red, on the other it is
black; on the pedestal of the firat is inscribed
LATITIA, on the other, TRISTITIA,

Nearly opposite the door is a masgive table
with three chairs round it, antique, and
covered aith leather; on the respective backs
of them, in brass nails, are the words rates,
MATHR, FILIUS.

“The low, wide chimney-piece is enshrined
in the most delicate cabinet work. Over the
mantel-shell iz a ‘sncrifice of Abrabam,’ with
tiny figures, most exquisitely worked in re-
lief, framed in oak carving. Four caryatides
gupport & charming pediment, on which sre
represented sylvan dryads, crowned with frait
and flowers, the bodies of these caryatides ter-
mipating in arabesque decorations,

With its tapestried coverlots aud embroi-

In front of the two entwined pillars which
divide the gallery stands & msgniticent stand-
ard candelabrs, with branches of forty lights.
It was modelled entirely from the drawings
designed by Vietor Hugo himsell.

““Phis cologsal ohandelier, spreading out
like » tiara, bears on its summit & cluster of
branches, on whieh the wax lights shine like
flowers of light.”

The room i bung with some valuable
tapestries representing the history of Joseph

“‘Jeolated by their pesitiou in the middle of
the ges, the majority of the inhabitants of
Gimernrey are conuected with the sen either as
gailors or in their relation to the commerce
beyond its waters. Busides, all eyes are
constsntly fixed on the uncertain route by
which they expect news from their mother-
vountry and absent friends: perhaps it may be
a friend himself who is expected. Thia ex-
plains why each honse possesses its indis-
pensable signal-mast and “‘Look-out,’” which
name expresses better its nse than the Italian
term Belvedere. As soon asn vessslappeara,
a8 goon as a vessel puta off, it is signalled by
the harbor-flags, and iustantly the siguals,
repeated from honee to honse, annonnce to
the whole island the departure or arrival,

“Hauteville House has its signal-mast and
‘look-ont’ as well, Vietor Huago has chosen
for his chamber the ‘flook-out,’ I was about
to gay the attic, a smnall glasa chamber, open to
every view; glthough narrow to the body,
boundlegs for the sonl, containing everything
in the emallest space possible, like a ship
oabin—na small tabls with pen, ok, and paper,
an iron bedstead as narrow and hard as the
bed of & goldier.”

Thus far M. Lecann’s short notice, to which
muit be added come wore particnlars of the
most interegting portion of Hanteville House.

Hauteville House is worthy of more than a
cureory examination a3 & mere musgenm of
art, yet how lifeless and dissatis{ying wonld it
be without a living genins, ag it were, to ani-
wate it!  Let ns approach nearér to the more
private chamber of this geniuns, who lives
almost entirely in the very atlio, which forms
an eyrie frr abova the petty inlerraptions and
noises of the lower world, and whersa nothiog
seems possible to arrest the soaring flight of
the grandest genius,

Here on the lofty balconies Viotor Hugo
may be seen, espeaially at earliest dawn, en-
joyiog the keeneea breezes in his favorite red
Garibaldi costume, sand ever admiring the
chavging hues of the surronuding landscape;
for from here can be seen the open channel,
geldom at rest, the terrible “Casguets,”’ with
their triple lighthonses, the precipitons Op-
tach rock, then Alderney, and the distant
voast of France from CUaps la Hogue to Con-
tances; to the souith Jersey, whilst nearer in
front are the breken clifls of Sark, and the de-
tached islets of Herm and Jethon, whilst inna-
merable cruel reefs of rock ram in many
directions, showing the difliculty of naviga-
tion. Underneath is the busy harbor, with
noble quays, breakwaters, and lighthouse,
and the masgive remains of Castle Cornet;
adjoining are the narrow though picturesqne
gtreeta of St. Pater Port. On oMe side only
Is the view shut ont by the escarped clifls of
Havelet, topped with the smooth outworks of
Fort George; in the other dirsction beyond the
town the eye is carried across the flat flelds of
Vale and the sand-blown common of L’An.
1 ereese {o the open sea horizon,

The contrast on entering the small attic
chambers is striking—without, the open and
nurestrained expanse; within, restricted space,
low wulls and reof. Pnll that handle in the
wall ! it disoloses a washing apparatus similar
to that in a midshipman’s chest, everythin
miniature except the books, and here an
there and everywhere are books, volumes,
follos, ootos, pamphlets, proof-sheets, ete. In
the glass honse, that projects from the north
attic, is a emall wooden desk, with paper and
ink; here the anthor composes and writes
stending. Here too from below have I
watched his lamp burning night after night
like a very Pharos of literature | bearing testi-
mony to the ceaseless application, study, and
labor whick combine to produce saoch works
as ‘‘Les Misérables’ and ‘*Notre Damae de
Paris,” Not far off a lithographed fac.simile
of an original drawing, by Victor Hugo, forms
& striking snbject—a ﬂsdy, althoungh hideously
touching spectacle! Thrown ounl from a dark
backgronud by a powerful effect of chiaro-
seuro, there appears in deep relief, the dead
body of & man hanging ! | a characteristic type
of the living protest against death on the scaf-
fold, held, unflinchingly, by the author of
“Dernier Jour d'un_Condamnié' and **Clande
Guenx,”’

But there ia yet another sentiment involved
in this picture, explained by two words below,
a simple name, volgar to loglish ears, yet
repressnting a martyr to the ocanse of liberty
in the history of American slavery; for it I
suppoked to represent the colored abolitioniat
John Brown, who was hung for his share in
the fight at Harper’s Ferry on the 11th of De-
cember, 1804, over nine years sinoce,

In a most eloynent letter addressed to the
United States, on the 24 December, 15569, ad-
juring them to save John Brown, he stigma-
tizeg the contemplisted execntion a3 worse
than the murder of Abel by Calo. ‘'C'est
Washington tnant Spartacus,”

Lecanu gives an intaresting acconnt of Vie-
tor Hogo as an artist with hia pencil. Here it
is:—*'He oails for paper, pens, ink; the rooms
np stairs are searched, ransacked;: at last,
after a quarter of an hour, a dried-np ink-
gtand, a deeply-eplit pen, and a rongh piece
of paper are produced, having been hunted
oul with great diflicalty from some corner or
other. For it must be known that the want
most felt at Hanteville Honge is the scarcity
of writing-materials. The psper, pen, and
ink being placed on the table, Viotor Hugo
gits down, and withont any preliminary
gketol, or any appurent plan, beging to draw
with extraordinary precislon, not the outliue
of the whole, bul some detail in the landsoaps.
He will begin his foreat scens by drawing
the branch of a tree, his town Ly a gable, and
the gable by & weathercock. By degreas, the
whole composition will spring from the blank-
ness of the paper, with the precision and dis-
tinoiness of a photographio negative submicted
| to the golntion which develope it; this done,
| he asks for & oup, and fuishes off his drawing

with a wash of black coffes-drege. The resalt
